SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—(Special.) 
A Fresno dispatch to the Chronicle 
says there has been a practical demon- 
stration of the fact that Evans and 
Morrell are not so easy to take by sur- 
prise as their recklessness has seemed 
to indicate. Two deputy sheriffs today 
ran up against them and found out 
that the bandits were’ ready. They 
were greeted with a perfect fullisade of 
lead, heavy enough to discourage any 
veteran of a hundred battles. 

Charlies Boyd and L. P. Timmins 
were the deputy sheriffs who had the 
‘encounter, and the bandits had the 
advantage from the first of it. Instead 
of the officers taking them by surprise 
they surprised the officers and won 
their battle by fighting their enemy 
in detachments. 

The fight occurred just before noon 
today at a point seven miles below 
Camp Badger on the road from Moore 
& Smith's mill to Visalia. The 
officers had come down from 
Camp Badger, driving a horse attached 
to a cart.

The dis- 
tance was nearly a quarter of a mile, 
and his bullets failed to reach the 
mark. Then Timmins started toward 
the bandits, trying’ to reach the hill 
where he could fire with more effect. 
He had to pass across an open field, 

and it seems that Evans and Morrell 
| had their eyes on him as well as on 
Boyd, and opened fire on him. Al- 
though the distance was over three 
hundred yards, yet the bandits’ aim 
was so accurate that bullets whistled 
by Timmins’s head and plowed the 
ground at his feet. 

If Evans's blind eye had spoiled his 
aim any it was not apparent at the 
time. In fact the fire became so ac- 
curate that Timmins gave up the idea 
of crossing the field, and fled for shel- 
ter as fast as his legs could carry him. 
Evans and Morrell fired at him as long 
as he was,in sight, and held their 
ground, except that they gradually 
worked up hill toward better shelter. 

Although Timmins had been unable 
to hit either of the bandits, he suc-

Evans and 
Morrell did not push the fight any fur- 
ther, but started up the mountain 
through the brush and rocks, keeping 
a close watch -to see whether they 
were pursued. They passed over. the 
summft of the mountain and disap- 
peared from view. 

So far as known no one was struck. 
The officers were certainly not hurt, 
although they passed through a bap- 
tism of fire. Where the bandits went is 
not known, but they are in rough 
country and a st1rt of ten miles is as 
good as a start of ten days. Timmins 
and Boyd lost no time in getting to 
the plains and to the nearest telegraph 
office, where they sent to Fresno for 
help. They waited in Reedley for the 
posse to go out from here. 

Sheriff Scott, Hi Rapelje and one 
other whose name was not made public 
left Fresno on the 5 o’clock train for 
Reedley and there were joined by 
Timmins and Boyd and Deputy Sheriff 
Morris of that town. Their plan of 
pursuit they declined to make public, 
but it will, no doubt, be as heretofore, 
to push into the mountains and follow 
as far as possible on the trail of the 
bandits. 

Nothing has been heard of Deputy 
Sheriffs Peck an“ Henry, who are 
among the mountains, and they may 
possibly have fallen in with Evans and 
Morrell on the latter's retreat, but it 
is not probable. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Deputies Fired. Pour Shots Out of 
Twenty-four. 

. FRESNO, Feb. 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A fight between the 
bandits Evans and Morrell and Dep- 
uties Timmins and Boyd occurred in 
Slippery Rock country, about twenty 
miles east of Dinuba, this afternoon. 

The offizers were looking for the ban- 
dits in that neighborhood, and were 
riding in a cart. When they got near 
the place of a rancher named Rob- 
inson, Timmins alighted and started 
in the direction of the house. He had 
only gone a short distance when Evans 
and Morrell came out of St. Clair’s 
house near by, and immediately opened 
fir2on the officers. The latter had 
the advantage> being separated, and 
could have raked the bandits from 
both sides, as Evans and Morrell were 
in a line between them. Instead, it is 
reported that the officers took to flight, 
the bandits diligently firing upon them. 

After the officers had fled some dis- 
tance they returned a few shots with- 
out, however, ceasing to fly. In their 
flight Timmins and Boyd became sepa- 
rated, the forme? finally turning up at 
Dinuba and the latter at Reedly. Tim- 
mins telephoned the news of the fight 
to Sheriff Seott, who started for Sanger 
by train this evening with Deputy Hi 
Rapelje. Both are reavily armed. 

It is seid that iwenty-four or, five 
shots were fired, the robbers firing 
twenty and the officers four. Another 
report has it that the officers made a 
bold stand, but were under a disadvan- 
tage, as the bandits were under cover. 
No further particulars can be had here 
at present. 


A HUGE METEOR. 


It Falls Near Candelaria, Nev., Causing «a 
Shock Like an Earthquake. 
CARSAN (Nev.,) Feb..4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) On,-the night of Fcbru- 
ary 1, about 10:20 o’clock, a brilliant 
meteor shot over western Nevada and 
eastern California, illuminating the 
heavens for a space of several seconds. 
It has now been ascertained that the 
meteor struck about five miles from 
Candelaria, a way-station in Esmeralda 
county, 140 miles from here. 

People there who saw the meteor 
describe it as a great body of fire with 
a tail like a comet. As it rushed 
through the air it made a noise like 
that of a sky-rocket as it starts up- 
ward. Many of the people were greatly 
alarmed at the sudden appearance of 
the great, fiery mass. Suddenly it 
seemed to burst in air and the light 
disappeared; then came a_ strange 
rumbling noise and also a shaking of 
the earth. The report here is that 
houses in Candeleria were shaken as 
if by an earthquake. People have made 
wild estimates as to the weight of the 
meteor, some in their excitement say- 
ing it must have weighed 100,000 tons 
to cause such a shaking of the earth. 

On Friday morning a party was or- 
ganized and started in search of the 
fallen meteor. Toward evening the 
searchers began to find broken branches 
which had been knocked from the trees 
by the flying fragments, sagebrush torn 
up by the roots and holes in the earth 
which had been gouged out by pieces 
of the meteor. Finally they camé upon 
a huge hole nearly one hundred feet 
across, where the larger portion had 
fallen. It had struck on a bare knoll, 
composed of sand and rocks. One re- 
port is that the ground was hot about 
the hole by reason of which a close ex- 
amination was impossible. Pieces were 
found in the neighborhood within a 
circle of a mile, in diameter. The sur- 
face of the earth for several hundred 
yards is scarred by pieces of meteoric 
stone. 


‘NOT YET FOUND. 

CANDELARIA (Nev.,) Feb. 4.—The 
reports telegraphed from Carson that 
the meteor which swept over California 
and Nevada last Thursday night had 
been found imbedded in a gravel knoll 
near here are incorrect. Searching par- 
ties are stil! out, however, and it is 
believed that some of them will, within 
a few hours’ return with definite infor- 
imation of its whereabouts. 

The townspeople are greatly excited 
over the occurrence. The great fire- 
ball burst almost over this place, and 
the citizens are almost unanimous in 
the belief that it could not have been 
more than five or six miles away at 
the time of the explosion. Still the me- 
teor may have swept by forty or fifty 
miles before striking the earth. 

SEEN IN THIS STATE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—The flight 
of the meteor across the heavens Thurs- 
day night was observed by nearly every 
city and village in Northern California 
and Nevada. Meager reports were re- 
ceived from Virginia City, Sacramento 
and Stockton. 

At the Lick Observatory, also, the pas- 
sage of the "fiery ball across the sky 
was noted,and a brief announcement 
of the fact was telegraphed to this city 
a few moments after the occurence.

Vaillant Was Executed 
This Morning. 


A Great Crowd Gathered Near 
the Prison, 


The Condemned Goes to Death 
‘Fearlessly. 


Review of Affairs at Rio—A Revolutionary 
Priest Killed—Satolli to Be Made 
- Cardinal—A Ban- 
dit Slain.

PARIS, Feb. 5.—(By Cable and As-- 


sociated Press.) August Vaillant, the 
Anarchist who was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death for throwing a dyna- 
mite bomb in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, was executed this morning. 

The decision that he must die is re- 
garded as a defeat for the revolution- 
ary party and a triumph for the Op- 
pertunists, who, since the bomb explo- 
sion, have been demanding the enforce- 
ment of vigorous measures and the 
strictest application of the law as a 
lesson to the Anarchists. The fate of 
Vaillant nominally rests with the Presi- 
dent, but in such cases he is guided 
by an adviser, the Minister of Justice. 
Despite all efforts of the Revolutionary 
Socialist and Anarchist newspapers to 
compel Carnot to assume the responsi- 
bility, he has refused to do so. 

The execution of Vaillant was de- 
termined upon yesterday (Sunday.) The 
news was only known late last evening. 
People began gathering soon after- 
ward, and the crowd kept increasing 
rapiddy in size until 2 o'clock this 
morning, when a fine rain commenced 
to fall. The workmen then started to 
erect barricades across all the streets 
leading into the square from which 
the peopke were driven by the police 
at 2:50 a.m. At that hour the Garde 
Republicaine arrived on the scene. The 
cafes and wine shops were all crowded 
with the lowest class of citizens, who 
loudly commented upon the injustice 
of sending Vaillant to the guillotine, as 
he had killed nobody. 

Four companies of the Garde Repub- 
Hicaine and a squadron of mounted 
guards formed around the- square. 
Meanwhile the crowd continued to in- 
crease and signs of approaching tur- 
bulence were noticeable. An ugly rush 
of men and women up Rue de la Ro- 
quette took place at 4 o'clock, but was 
stopped by the police. The wooden scaf- 
fold upon which Vaillant was to be ex- 
ecuted, arrived at 4:15 a.m. 

Vaillant was executed at 7:15 o'clock 
this morning. He went to the scaf- 
fold. fearlessly. His last words were: 
“Death to society; long live anarchy.” 
There were no incidents of an ex- 
citing nature other than this. 


BRAZILIAN AFFAIRS. 
De Gama’s Conduct as Opposed to De Mello’s. 
Picking and Benham. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 4.—(Copy- 
right, 1894, by Cable and Associated 
Press.) So long as De Mello was in 
charge of the insurgent vessels in Rio 
Bay no blockade was permitted in the 
harbor and vessels of foreign nations 
were allowed to freely enter the bay, 
discharge cargoes and depart. When 
Da Gama joined De Mello and issued 
his famous manifesto, he declared that 
he meant to stop all commerce with 
Rio. England, he announced, as if on 
the authority of the British officials, 
was anxious for the restoration of the 
monarchy throughout Brazil and the 
overthrow of reciprocity. 

*Following close upon this declaration 
Da Gama issued a warning to all ves- 
sels that they must not attempt to 
discharge their cargoes. Other insur- 
gent leaders made the same threats. 
United States Minister Thompson meade 
a vigorous protest, insisting that Da 
Gama had no right to institute such a 
blockade. Thompson visited Com- 
mander Henry F. Picking, who com- 
manded an American warship, and 
asked him to afford protection to all 
American vessels. Picking said that if 
American sailors were shot while a 
vessel was in the act of discharging 
its cargo he would promptly prosecute 
the captain of the rebel warship re- 
sponsible for the sailors’ death. Be- 
yond this Picking seemed unwilling to 
go. Thompson was thus. rendered 
powerless to do anything more. 

Now, everything is changed, owing to 
the determined action of Admiral Ben- 
ham. It is impossible to discharge 
cargoes elsewhere as all tugs used In 
towing vessels are owned by Brazil- 
ians and Da Gama _ threatens to 
promptly seize them if they tow lighters 
which are discharging, but Benham 
thinks the risk at the wharves is slight. 
He refuses, however, to advise Amerl- 
can captains how they should act but 
is determined to afford them all the 
protection he can. The report of the 
sinking of a torpedo-boat last Monday 
was without foundation. 

MACHINERY DERANGED.

A REVOLUTIONARY PRIEST. 


Pather Caspaneta Loses His Life at the Head |. 


of His Men. , 

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 4.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Father Caspaneta, 
the revolutionary priest, has finally lost 
his life while in the act of leading 
armed forces against the government 
in the mountainous regions. 

He was one of the leaders in the re- 
cent revolutionary movement tm the 
State of Guerero and was captured with 
Gen. Canuto Neri and placed in goli- 


tary confinement in Belem prison. He 
was in pfison only a few days when 
he made his escape and found refuge 
among Catholic sympathizers where he 
quietly worked up strong feeling against 
the government and organized a force 
of about a hundred men. 

With this small army he made an at- 
tack upon a hacienda in the State of 
Mexico and secured a large lot of 
supplies. His men were pursued and 
retaken by a troop of cavalry com- 
manded by Col. Solin, and in the fight 
the priest was killed. Ten followers 
were also killed. 


AROUND TEGUCIGALPA, 


Gen. Ortiz Promises to Capture Vasquez in 
Two Days. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) The Herald's special 
from Managua says President Vas- 
quez made a desperate effort yesterday 
to get out of the capital, Tegucigalpa, 
Where he is hemmed in by invading 
forces. After a severe struggle, how- 
ever, he was forced back. Then he re- 
inforced the garrison on Picacho Hill 
and continued the artillery duel.

FRED M. SOMERS. 


The sad tidings have reached this city 

by cable that Fred M. Somers, one of 
the founders of the San Francisco 
Argonaut, died of pneumonia at South- 
ampton, England, last Friday night. 
Mr. Somers was a familiar figure in 
the journalistic world of California for 
many years. While a correspondent 
of the San Erancisco Chronicle, dur- 
ing a legislative session at Sacramento 
in the °'70’s, he was the victim of an 
aggravated assault by one Reddy, a 
member of the Assembly from Mart- 
posa county, and familiarly known as 
“the Mariposa blacksmith.’’ 
- Some years ago Mr. Somers disposéd 
of his interest in the Argonaut and 
went to New York, where he estab- 
lished the now well-known magazine, 
“Current, Literature.” This venture 
was a phenomenal success from the 
start and its founder retired from it 
some two years ago with a handsome 
fortune. Since that time Mr. Somers 
had been sight-seeing about the world. 
,He spent several weeks in this city a 
few months ago, where he had a large 
circle of friends, who will be grieved 
to learn of the death of one of the 
most accomplished and companionable 
men who ever adorned the press of 
California. Mr. Somers was a charter 
member of the Bohemian Club of San 
Francisco and one of its brightest 
spirits. Green be the turf above him, 
for he was a noble fellow!

ANOTHER RAINMAKER. 
Said to Be Able 


to Produce Rain at 
Will. 

A new rainmaker has come to the 
front at Visalia, who is said to be 
a nder and can produce showers at 
a time, in any sort of season. The 
San Francisco Examiner gives the fol- 
lowing account of the man and his 
— in a special dispatch from Vi- 
galia: 

“A week ago Wednesday Frank Ba- 


ker of Visalia, an amateur rainmaker,: 


went to Pixley for ‘the purpose of pro- 
ducing rain. Before he left he in- 
formed the Examiner correspondent that 
he intended to produce rain within 
seven days, and he kept his word. On 
Tuesday and Wednesday a local rain- 
storm occurred in the vicinity of Pix- 
ley, amounting to .35 to .45 of an inch. 

““Mr. Baker returned to this city this 
morning in jubilant spirits. He is now 
Satisfied beyond a doubt that he can 
produce rain by means of his appliance. 
He proposes to visit Pixley every two 
weeks, and is sanguine that he will ‘be 
Successful in his experiments. 

“During the months of April and 
May he proposes to put forth his best 
efforts in order to thoroughly drench 
the soil. The residents of Pixley are 
well pleased with Baker’s experiments, 
and they propose to assist him in con- 
ducting his future operations. 

“Baker commenced experimenting 
with rain-making three years ago in 
January. He made the discovery of 
his solution accidentally, while mixing 
some chemicals together to form a 
liquid. Baker, who is a druggist, says 
he noticed that the chémicals had a 
wonderful influence over the atmos- 
phere, as it became close and humid 
in close proximity to where he <“s 
using chemicals, and after the entre 
evaporaition of the liquid it became 
cloudy and there was a precipitation 
of rain. 

“During the months from January to 
June, Baker continued his experiments 
with equal success. In fact, he says 
he never failed to produce.a storm 
within six or seven days during” the 
months mentioned. 

“ "The barometer always falls immedi- 
ately on commencing operations,’ said 
Baker, ‘and by using a large amount 
of chemicals I create a storm center 
that causes a rain that will extend 
over a large stretch of territory.’ 

“Baker had so much confidence in his 
process that he had a small place near 
Pixley plowed and sowed dry to grain. 
This part of the county is the dryest 
and has been subject to drought for 
years. If it rains hard at Tulare the 
fall at Pixley is almost invariably light. 
He commenced his experiments on De- 
cember 14, and seven days later it rained 
-75 of an inch. His second experiment 
commenced January 11, and it rained 
on the 15th, 16th and 18th, and was 
as successful as the first. On Wednes- 
day it only sprinkled in Tulare, but the 
moh in Pixley amounted to almost an

What a Correspondent Has to Say About 
Hackneys—Callings Followed by Well- 
known Horsemen in Former 
Years-—-Sporting Notes. 


Last year’s four-year-old winners of 
$5000 or more each on the American 
turf uphold 1893 as the banner season 
in money earned, races won and num- 
ber of individual performers, says the 
Chicago Herald. In this they follow 
the lead of the two and three-year-old 
cracks, During the past year thirty- 
eight four-year-olds won over $5000 
each, as against thirty-six in 1892, 
thirty-two in 1891, twenty-six in 1890, 
twenty-two in 1889, seventeen in 18838, 
and fourteen in 1887. During the year 
last named the lucky fourteen won a 
total of 117 races and $165,648, while 
the seventeen of 1888 took 130 races 
and $178,293,. and in 1889 the twenty- 
two landed 221 races and $213,551. In 
1890, the twenty-six of that season won 
199 races and $259,862. In 1891, the 
totals of the thirty-two famous horses 
were 335 races and $294,871 won, while 
in 1892 the thirty-six stars led the way 
home in 343 races, and captured $330,- 
724 in stakes and purses. A glance at 
the totals of 1893 will show that the 
increase Covers every year, being $177,- 
132 more than the same class of horses 
won in 1887, $164,487 over 1888, $119,229 
over 1889, $82,918 over 1890, $47,909 over 
1891 and $12,056 over 1892. The races 
captured also outnumber those won 
in other years, being 266 more than 
in 1887, 253 more than in 1888, 162: more 
than in 1889, 193 more than in 1890, 48 
more than in 1891 and 40 more than 
in 1892. This is no mean showing, con- 
sidering the fact that in previous years 
no limit time was placed on the extent 
of racing, as was the case in the East- 
ern States in 1893. In 1887 the greatest 
winning four-year-old was Eurus, which 
earned $19,933, while next on the list 
was Dry Monopole, which landed $17,- 
975. In 1888, by earning $35,941, Firéenzi 
led, Kingston being-the runner-up with 
$17,195 won. In 1889 Raceland’s win- 
nings aggregated $25,090, which enabled 
him to head the list; Badge, with $19,- 
198, landing in second place. The $30,- 
650 won by Salvator in 1890 put him at 
the head of winning four-year-olds of 
that year, his old enemy, Tenny, with 
$23,205, being his closest attendant. In 
1891, Banquet was the largest winner, 
$22,140 being his earnings and Judge 
Morrow, which has now reached the 
fate of running in winter selling races 
at New Orleans, was second with $15,- 
787 to his credit. 1892, Montana, with 
$29,580, was at the head of this list, 
Pesarra being next with $19,360 earned. 

The combined winnings of the two, 
three and four-year-old

kK, of 1893 amount to the huge sum of $1,- 


734,113, an increase of $136,387 over 1892, 
and a remarkable amount of money 
for only 148 performers to win in a 
single season. 


) Native sires make a remarkable 


showing, no less than twenty-five of 
the performers being by American- 
bred horses. As to merit, the four- 
year-olds of 1893 compare favorably 
with those of any other season. Tam- 
many retires to the stud with about as 
much prestige as did Salvator at the 
same age, while Lamplighter is about 
sucht a horse as Tenny, only more 
abused than was the son of imp. Rayon 
ad’Or. Had he been saved for special 
races like Tammany, the son of Spend- 
thrift might have left a record as bril- 
liant as any four-year-old out in recent 
years, for at times he showed the flash 
of a genuine sensational performer. 
Of the fillies, Yorkville Belle failed to 
follow up her brilliant two and three- 
year-old form. Not so, however, with 
the peerless Yo Tambien, who seems 
to grow better with age. 

The: only record breaker in the list 

1893 performers was Wildwood, 
ich at Washington Park covered a 
mile and seventy yards in 1:44, equal- 
ing the mark made at the same meet- 
ing by Faraday, another four-year-old, 
which, however, failed to earn enough 
money during the season to figure in 
this compilation.

Presbyterian Union Praise 
Service. 


Twentieth Anniversary of First 
Church.

Interesting Historical Sketch by E. S. 
Field. 


Gospel Meeting at the Y. W. C. A.—Interest- 
ing Sermon by Rev. A. C. Smither— 
Usual Sunday Services at the | 
Various Other Churches. 


A grand praise service in which all of 
the Presbyterian churches of the city 
joined was held at the First Presbte- 
ria Church last night, the occasion be- 
ing the twentieth anniversary of the 
reorganization of this church, The 
pastor, Rev. Burt Estes Howard, pre- 
sided and the following divines occu- 
pied seats upon the platform: Rev. 
Cc. M. Fisher, Rev. W. S. Young, 
Rev. W: J. Chichester, D.D., Rev. D. R. 
Colmery, Rev. L. F. Laverty, Rev. 
H. W. Crabbe. The music, which was 
of a high order, was well rendered by 
the choir, which is composed of Mrs. 
M. B. Auer, soprano; Miss Edith 
Gardner, alto; J. T. Newkirk, tenor; 
D. H. Morrison, bass. Miss Anna B. 
Douglass is the efficient organist. 
Several addresses were given illustra- 
tive of the hiStory of the church from 
its béginning in Los Angeles up to the 
present time. 

The pastor, Rev. Burt Estes Howard, 
after a few preliminary rerharks, intro- 
duced E. 8. Field. The latter gen- 
tleman read an inetresting sketch of 
the First Presbyterian Church. He 
traced its growth from the earliest 
period to the assumption of the charge 
by the present pastor. The first 


church of this denomination was 
founded in the latter part of 1860 and 
was probably the outgrowth of an or- 
ganization called the First Protestant 
Society of Los Angeles. A _ building 
was erected later on Temple street, but 
after some litigation it fell to the 
Episcopalians in 1870. Rev. W. B. 
Boardman, the pastor, left the city dur- 
ing the civil war and no regular serv- 
ices were held until 1874, when the re- 
organization was effected. 
F. White was the first pastor, and in 
1877 was relieved by Rev. W. F. P. 
Noble, who preached for six months, 
when he died. Rev. Dr. Cunningham 
preached in 1878 and Revs. A. F. 
White and Reese preached during a 
part of the following year, when 
Rev. J. W. Ellts was ,-appointed, He 
held the pastorate until 1885, when re- 
lieved by Rev. J. W. Chichester, who 
held the charge until 1888, when he 
resigned to accept the call to Immanuel! 
Church, The ground on which =the 
First Presbyterian Church stands was 
purchased in 1881 for $1500. Rev. J. 
L. Russell filled the pulpit after the 
retirement of v. Chichester, and 
held ft until 1892. During this period 
over two hundred persons were united 
with the church. Rev. Dr. J. B. Stew- 
art occupied .the pulpit for Rev. Rus- 
sell, who was compelled to be absent 
at least one-third of the time. 

After singing by the choir, Rev. J. 
W. Chichester, one of the former pas- 
tors of the church, was introduced, and 
spoke briefly on the possibilities of this, 
the old mother church. He said that 
he had often heard the First Church 
was dying, this was wrong. The 
Church was like the true Christian 
heart in which Christ was found. It 
was because of this that there was 
#0 much life in that church. The for- 
mer pastors of the church. had preached 
broad doctrines, and were very liberal 
toward other ministers. The possibil- 
ities of the First Church were great,’ 
and he predicted an additional twenty 
years of prosperity. 

J. S. Slauson spoke briefly, and gave 
a few instances of his experience as a 
life-long officer of this church. 

Music and prayer concluded the serv- 


MORNING SERMON. 

Rev. Burt Estes Howard preached at 
the church yesterday morning. He took 
for his text II Corinthians, v, 19-20. 
He said: 

We have here a clear-cut statement 
of the purpose of God in planting the 
church in the world, and of the method 
4 which that purpose is to be secured. 

e purpose is the union of man 
with God, and the method is the minis- 
reconciliation through Christ. 

e age out of which we are pass- 
ing has been marked by great mental 
activity. The religious history of the 
past two or three centuries is a record 
of theological controversies. The church 
was in danger of forgetting that its 
true mission was not to theologize the 
world but to vitalize it with the spirit 
of Jesus Christ. Nothing, however, 
moves constantly in one direction. To 
every action there is a corresponding 
reaction. The notion more and more 
prevailed that the d tic side of re- 
ligion was its least side. Right think- 
ing about God must be supplemented 
by right conduct toward men. The 
value of a man to grow larger 
in the world’s estimation. Relations 
that had hardly been suspected td exist 
took definite shape. Society e 
less exclusive. It has today 
almost a synonym for humanity. The 
religicus world has begun to turn from 
discussions about propositions to prac- 
tice the ethics of her Lord. 

The danger of the church of today is 
not from’ the intellectual but from the 
practical side. She must bend every 
energy to lift the whole life of the 
race into a purer atmosphere, & bright- 
er sunlight, a serener heaven, but she 
must not mistake redemption of a man 
rqumnenees for redemption of a man’s 
self. 

You may shorten hours of labor, raise 
wages, abate nuisances, improve dwell- 
ings, diffuse education, cheapen food, 
and emancipate and stimulate trade till 
you attain the economist’s heaven, but 
you have not solved the problem or 
made the fife of earth what Christ 
had before Him when He preached the 
kingdom of heaven — 

The purposé of God is ‘not primarily 
to make ‘this life comfortable, but to 
make humanity divine. The church as 
God's ambassador must make its mis- 
sion first of all the accomplishment of 
this purpose. So far as she swerves 
from this aim she is a failure. 

MEMORIAL BAPTIST CHURCH. 
The pastor, Rev. Arthur Rider, 
reached at Memorial Baptist Church 
yesterday at the morning service, the 
theme of his discourse being, ‘Man 
hood Crowned in Jesus,” ‘the text being 
taken from Hebrews ii, 8-9: ‘“‘But we 
see Jesus, who was made a little lower 
than the angels, crowned with glory 
and honor, that He, by the grace of 
God, should taste death for every 
man.”’ ‘ 


Jesus is the representative of man; 
therefore, when the representative is 
glorified, manhood, of which Jesus the 
Savior was the representative, shall 
surely be glorified. 

Three ways were noted in which it 
may be "shown that all mankind is 
crowned in Jesus’s crowning: 

First—In entering man’s estate He 
dignified and uplifted mankind. What 
a condescension and what an elevation; 
He stooped from heaven, and the ele- 


vation He . brings mankind to is 
heaven.

Second—Christ dignified and honored

mankind, and man is dignified by 
Christ using all efforts to redeem man- 
kind. All things were and are for man. 

Third—Manhood is crowned in Christ 
Since Christ, thé representative of man, 
has been crowned. The race has been 
honored through the honoring of Him 
who was the first fruits of. them that 
slept—the fruit of many sons brought 
back to God. 

If Calvary and its cross is God's es- 
timate of the soul, then coronation is 
pete promise of what man shall eome 
unto. 

Christ stooped to man’s estate for- 
ever in order that He might elevate 
man to God's estate forever. 

The first fruit is a token of the har- 
vest, as the first fruit from the tree 
is a token whether the fruit shall be 
good or whether it shall be bitter and 
sour; so Christ, the first fruit of them 
that slept, is forever a token of the 
promise of the resurrection to His 
life, His glory and His coronation.

and capital so unpleasant. It is the 
kind of work which “labors not for the 
meat which perisheth.’’ This labor ig 
not actuated by the hope of reward. 
The Christian effort prompted by the 
fear of future punishment can scarcely 
be called ian, ° 

This kind of work must be syste 
matic. God does everything systemat 
ically. We must in our conflict with 
satan’s kingdom move in order. That 
is why Christ organized His church. 

Christian work presents infinite va- 
riety. sameness urged against 
manual and mental labor for the meat 
which perisheth cannot urged 
against this work. The different so- 
cleties and organizations in every 
church prove this. Nor is there any 
one totally disqualified for Christian 
work. There is sométhing for every- 
body. No one is discharged because 
he is physically weak. He who leaves 
Christ’s service does so of his own ac. 


This work is for eternity. The builder 
builds for time. The artist knows that 
the ages will destroy his work; the 
Christian’s work continues when the 
stars have ceased to shine. All work 
done for Christ’s sake is Christian. It 
is as Carlyle says: “Genuine work 
alone, what thou workest faithfully 
that is eternal as the Almighty founder 
and Work-builder Himself.’’

Dr. Ravlin’s Reply to 
Father Hickey. 


The Organization Not Aimed at 


“ Catholics Especially, 


But for-the Protection of America’s 
Free Institutions. 


Some Facts and Figures in Answer to Father 
Hickey’s Statements—The Legiti- 
mate Sphere—A Woman's 
Opinion. 


The lecture on “‘Free American Insti-+ 
tutions vs. the Church of Rome,” as 
delivered by Dr. Ravlin at the Grand 
Operahouse last evening, was listened 
to by a large and attentive audience. 
The address was preceded by a number 
of musical selections. The last of 
‘these wis the singing of in 
which singing the audience was invited } 
to join. This was done, a chorus of 
voices on the &tage assisting. 

The speaker 6f the evening then be- 
gan his remarks. He said he appeared 
not as a Protestant to speak against 
Catholics, (applause) but as an Amer- 
ican citizen. The question at present 
agitating the people was not a warfare 
against Cathelics. The purpose was 
not to stir up strife between any Tre- 
ligious denominations. 

It was not best that any religfous de- 
nomination should have centrol of the 
government. Give men the power and 
they would abuse it. There was no 
abuse so great as that where the gov« 
ernment was_ under ecclesiastical con-, 
trol. the church had its legitimate 
sphere, . The state had its proper func-" 
tions. 

He said there was only one point in 
the lecture of Father Hickey, deliv- 


sired to reply. The opprobrius epithets 
and abuse with which that lecture was ' 
filled were not arguments. He then 
read from the published report’ of the | 
lecture the following: 

“The Pope of Rome, to whom we 
owe simply spiritual allegiance, does 
not and.eannot interfere in any way 
with our political and other duties as 
citizens of this great country. Were ne 
to attempt in even the remotest degree 
to subvert a single one of the liberties 
and privileges enjoyed in common by all 
American freemen, I, for one, though 
a Catholic priest, and I may add every 
other Catholic priest in the United 
States, would oppose him as bitterly 
and as strenuously as would any- other 
class of American citizens.” ~~ 

He said it was well known that the 
Pope stood, as it were, in the place | 
of God or Christ. The priest. who; 
would oppose any edict of the pontiff 
at Rome would be excommunicated. 
It was the acknowledged power of the 
Pope which held Romanism together 
so closely and which made it such a 
power as it was. 3 

Break down tne safeguard of Ameri- 
can civil and_ religious liberty, 
Protestantism would go by default. It 
was this very safeguard which “had 
permitted Protestantism to become 
what it was at present.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Dun’s Review for the Week Ending January 
27. 

Dun’s Review, published by the mer- 
cantile agency of Dun & Co., for the 
week ending January 27, has the fol- 
lowing: 

“Secretary Carlisle’s decision to is- 
sue bonds, and the early reports of 
large bids for them, helped to accel- 
erate recovery of industries and trade, 
as was hoped last week. Sale of the 
amount offered will check anxiety 
about maintenance of note redemption, 
remove the only pretext for further is- 
sues of paper, and thus give a solid 
basis for greater confidence regarding 
the financial future. The revenue is 
still small, from customs in January 
thus far $10,805,501 against $19,985,685 
last year, and from internal 
$9,487,979 against $11,068,498, and the 
volume of domestic trade is still small. 
The increase in number of hands em- 
ployed adds to the purchasing power of 
the people, and dealers’ stocks are so Tee 
duced that any sign .of larger consump 
tion quickly gives mills more orders. 
In short, the conditions are such that, 
if not interrupted by adverse forces, 
they would naturally bring a steady 
revival of business. 

‘Industrial gain is more definite thah 
a week ago. Few establishments have 
stopped work, while many have fre- 
sumed or increased production, and 
though these are not wo.ks employing 
thousands each, the aggregate increase 
is considerable. Reductions in wages 
continue, and about a quarter of them 
are 20 per cent., the rest ranging from 
7 to 17 per cent. In no direction are 
quotations of manufactured products 
higher, but while some have actually 
declined, the general tone is some- 
what stronger. ... 

‘“‘New York banks again added to their 
enormous stock of money and offers are 
made for a full year a®4 per cent., 
the lowest rate on record for that 
period, while for short loans 1 per cent. 
rules. Demoralization in silver was 
caused by abandoriment of the proposed 
import duty by the government of 
India, and also of the fixed price for 
council bills at London, but foreign ex- 
change is not seriously altered. Do- 
mestic trade is the key of the situation, 
and clearings outside New York are 
24.1 per cent. smaller than a year ago. 
This is partly because the average 
price of commodities is 13.8 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, having fallen 
4.3 per cent. since October 1, while 
British prices, according to the London 
Economist, fell 2.5°per cent. from Oc- 
tober 1 to January 1. 

“Failures in the United States were 
430 this week against 255 last year, and 
55 in Canada against 40 last year. None* 
are of great magnitude. The liabilifies 
of firms failifg thus far reported this 
year amount to $13,668,990, of which 
$6,072,837 were of manufacturing and 
$6,800,353 of trading concerns.” 


BEET-SUGAR PLANT. 


A Proposition to Erect Ome Near Lake 
Yosemite. 

(San Francisco Examiner, Saturday:) 
A prominent beet-sugar manufacturer 
of Watsonville has laid a proposal be- 
fore Land Agent Mills of the Southern, 
Pacific Company for the purchase of a- 
large tract of land on which to estab- 
lish a beet-sugar plant. 

He proposes to purchase 10,000 acres 
of land belonging to the Crocker estate 
near Lake Yosemite, the artificial sup- 
ply of the canal system, put the entire 
acreage into beets and build a factory 
sufficiently near the lake to use its 
water power. 

The man who makes this proposition is 
a German who claims to have made a 
special study of beet ¢ulture in Ger- 
many and to have experimented large- 
ly on soils in all portions of California. 
The land he wants is a tract situated 
some four miles from the lake . The 
annual output would be upward of 60,- 
000 tons of sugar. 

“Anindustry of this magnitude would 
materially boom real estate in Merced 
county,’’ said Mr. Mills, ‘‘and the rail- 
road would be a direct gainer in -the 
freight it would handle. An objection 
to the scheme, however, is the large 
amount of water which the factory 
would consume and which might not be 
commensurate with the gain to the 
Crocker estate from the sale of the 
land. The terms of sale proposed con- 
tain the provision that $200,000 is to be 
invested in the enterprise in two years 
and $500,000 within five years. Should 
the drain upon the water supply prove 
too great, other arrangement 
would have to be made, as of course 
Lake Yosemite is first of all an irri- 
gating reservoir.”

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Matters of Importance to Come Up at the 
Session Today. 

The matter of the proposed reduction 
or abandonment altogether of the mer- 
chants’ tax is expected to be brought 
before today’s session of the City 
Council. The question was discussed 
at two or three successive meetings 
of the Council some months ago, but 
was referred to a committee, where it 
has been permitted to slumber since that 
time. The merchants who are urging 
the taking off of the tax claim it is an 
injustice that they should be compelled 
to pay it. Inasmuch, however, as no 
provision was made for the taking off 
of the tax when the tax levy for this 
year was fixed and as an unexpected 
amount has already been used in pro- 
viding work for the unemployed, it is 
though improbable that the tax will 
be done away with before the fixing of 
the new tax levy. 

One of the Councilmen said a day or 
two ago that he believed it Was no 
more than fair that the merchants 
should, in this way, help the city in 
providing work for those out of it. 

Another of the city fathers says that 
he believes the matter should be settled 
one way or the other and in that man- 
ner dispose of the existing uncertainty 
regarding it. 

The report of the City Engineer on 
the frontage represented by the pro- 
tests against the widening of Tirst 
street between Los Angeles and Main 
streets may possibly be completed in 
time for presentation today, but as 
it is a good deal of work to prepare 
the report its presentation will proba- 
bly be delayed till a later cate. 

It is expected that about $ will 
be transferred from some of the city 
funds so that it can berused to pay 
the men put to work for the city. It 
is understood that this will be the last 
transfer made for such purpose and 

wtwhen that is exhausted the city 

‘céase to give employment as at 
present, unless some other means of 
providing work are devised. 

The question of the ownership of the 
lands known as the Abila tract and ad- 
joining Elysian Park will be presented. 
A carefully prepared statement of the 
case, as made up from the data com- 
piled from the old records under the 
supervision of the Northwest Improve- 
ment Association, is expected to be sub- 
mitted to the Council. The state- 
ment was prepared by J. H. Mellvill.
